Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year 
1925.  In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  I  have  prepared  a  Survey  Report, 
dealing  in  greater  detail  with  all  matters  connected  with  public  health  in  this  District.

The  District  generally  is  flat ;  there  is  one  small  river,  more  properly  a  stream,  called  the  Thet ;  there 
are  31  Parishes  in  the  District  and  two  Market  Towns,  viz.  Attleborough  with  a  population  of  2453,  and 
Watton  with  a  population  of  1331.  The  chief  industry  is  agriculture;  at  Attleborough  there  is  a  Cyder 
Factory  employing  about  300  persons.  A  portion  of  the  District  on  the  western  boundary  is  composed  of 
heath  lands.

The  amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief  during  the  past  year  was  £"7,834,  of  which  ,£4,068  was  Out-door  Relief 
and  £3,766  In-door  Relief.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  extent  to  which  Hospital  and  other  forms  of 
gratuitous  Medical  Relief  are  utilized  ;  a  considerable  number  of  patients  from  this  district  are  admitted  to 
the  Norwich  Hospitals  for  various  illness  and  accidents,  and  a  few  attend  as  Out-Patients.  I  understand 
that  Medical  Poor  Law  Relief  is  not  in  much  demand. 


There  was  no  specially  noteworthy  cause  of  sickness  during  the  period  under  review. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

I.  HOSPITALS.  There  are  no  Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority.  At  Watton, 

at  one  end  of  the  District,  there  is  a  Cottage  Hospital  with  4  Beds.  Usually  serious  sickness  and 
accident  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Norfolk  &  Norwich  Hospital  and  to  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital 
for  children.  Accommodation  for  infectious  disease  cases  is  available  to  a  limited  extent  at  the 
Norwich  City  Isolation  Hospital. 

II.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  and  homeless 

children  is  made  by  the  Local  Authority  at  the  Infirmary,  Attleborough,  and  in  the  Children’s 
Home  at  New  Buckenham,  both  being  supported  by  the  Board  of  Guardians.

III.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases,  nil.  In  the  somewhat  rare  cases  when  an  infectious  patient  has  to 
be  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  a  private  car,  which  is  disinfected  at  the  Hospital,  has 
been  used. 

(b)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases.  There  is  an  ambulance,  stationed  at  Attleborough, 
available. 

IV.  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  There  are  none  in  this  district. 

V.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  are  the  Medical 

Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  former  a  part-time  and  the  latter  a  whole-time 
officer.  Contribution  is  made  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  to  the  salaries  of  both  officers.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  also  acts  as  Building  Surveyor  to  the  Council.  There  are  no  specialized 
inspectors  or  health  visitors  employed  by  the  Council. 

VI.  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

( a )  Generai..  No  nursing  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  or  by  the  Local  Authority. 
There  are  four  District  Nurses,  supported  by  local  Nursing  Associations,  who  work  in  the 
following  parishes  : — Attleborough  and  Besthorpe  ;  Old  Buckenham,  New  Buckenham,  Wilby, 
and  Hargham  ;  Kenninghall,  Quidenham,  and  Banham ;  Shropham,  Snetterton,  Rockland  All 
Saints  and  St.  Peter.  There  is  also  a  District  Nurse,  employed  by  the  owner  of  an  estate, 
working  in  the  parishes  of  Merton,  Tottington,  and  Thompson. 

( b )  For  Infectious  Diseases.  There  in  no  provision  made. 

VII.  MIDWIVES.  The  Local  Authority  does  not  subsidize  midwives.  There  are  six  certificated 
midwives  practising  in  the  district. 

VIII.  CHEMICAL  W7ORK.  Arrangements  are  made  for  any  chemical  work,  analysis,  &c.,  to  be 
carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory  in  Norwich. 

IX.  LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

I.  WATER.  There  are  no  public  water  supplies  in  the  District.  Water  is  obtained  from  Wells, 

most  of  which  are  shallow,  situated  on  the  premises,  but  the  water  generally  is  of  good  quality. 
There  are  Parish  Wells  with  hand  pumps  at  Attleborough  and  Watton,  and  two  at  New 
Buckenham. 

II.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  The  stream  on  the  south  side  of  the  town  of  Attleborough  takes 

a  portion  of  the  sewage  of  the  town  and  the  trade  waste  from  the  Cyder  Works,  the  stream  dis¬ 
charges  into  the  river  Thet,  which  has  become  polluted.  This  is  a  nuisance  of  many  years  standing, 
becoming  more  acute  during  hot  dry  weather,  and  complaints  have  frequently  been  made.  Again 
in  the  past  year  complaint  was  made  to  the  Council  and  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  is  difficult 
to  suggest  a  permanently  effective  remedy,  as,  there  being  insufficient  fall  in  the  land,  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  fix  a  septic  tank.  The  Attleborough  Parish  Council,  acting  as  a  Sanitary  Committee, 
have  had  the  stream  cleaned  out  to  minimise  the  nuisance  and  have  made  arrangements 
for  this  to  be  done  periodically.  Some  years  ago  your  Council  obtained  the  opinion 
of  a  Consulting  Sanitary  Engineer,  who  recommended  as  the  only  possible  solution  of  the  problem 
a  somewhat  extensive  and  costly  drainage  scheme  ;  nothing  further  was  done  in  the  matter. 

III.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  Waste  water  from  the  houses  in  the  Agricultural  areas 
is  generally  disposed  of  on  the  garden  or  land.  The  town  of  Attleborough  has  three  sections  of 
combined  sewerage  ;  the  east  and  north  portion  of  the  town  is  sewered  to  the  cemetery  paddock 
where  a  septic  tank  and  upward  flow  filter  are  provided,  the  effluent  discharging  into  a  small 
tributary  of  the  river  ;  the  west  portion  is  sewered  to  the  Chapel  Road,  terminating  in  an  open 
ditch  which  also  discharges  into  the  same  tributary  ;  the  south  portion  is  sewered  to  the  Railway 
Station,  this  sewer  discharges  into  the  stream  previouslv  referred  to  as  causing  a  nuisance. 

The  town  of  Watton  has  combined  sewers  running  to  the  west,  discharging  into  large  settling 
tanks,  the  effluent  passing  into  the  river. 

IV.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  Steady  progress  is  being  made  in  the  conversion  of 

insanitary  types  of  privy  accommodation  to  the  pail  system  ;  there  are  still,  however,  far  too 
many  privies,  which  number  roughly  2,200.  There  are  about  1,050  earth  closets  and  120  water 
closets  in  the  District. 

V.  SCAVENGING.  There  is  no  system  of  scavenging  in  the  District ;  at  Attleborough  the  cleansing 

of  earth  closets  and  privies  is  undertaken  by  contract,  but  there  is  no  contract  for  the  disposal  of 
refuse  ;  therefore  it  is  impossible  to  ask  householders  to  provide  proper  covered  and  movable  ash 
bins.  The  town  of  Watton  should  have  scavenging  done  by  contract.  In  the  country  districts 
usually  householders  dispose  of  refuse  by  burning  or  digging  into  their  gardens.  It  is  very 
seldom  that  a  nuisance  is  caused  by  accumulation  or  improper  disposal  of  refuse. 


VI.  SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  makes  frequent  and 
thorough  inspections  of  each  parish.  1  have  previously  drawn  attention  to  the  efficient  work  of 
this  officer  and  to  the  tactful  manner  in  which  he  gets  work  done  without  friction  with  owners  or 


tenants.  I  append  his  report  in  tabular  form  : —

VII.  PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE  CONTROLLED  BY  BYE¬ 
LAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. 


There  are  61  premises  on  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Registers  as  follows  :

All  these  are  frequently  inspected  and  usually  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  There  is  one 
common  lodging  house,  which  is  kept  clean. 

Schools.  There  are  27  Elementary  Schools  in  the  District.  The  sanitary  condition  and 
water  supply  are  generally  quite  satisfactory  ;  on  one  or  two  occasions  action  was  required  to 
remedy  defects  in  sanitary  conveniences.  A  new  school  is  being  built  at  Watton. 


Housing. 

I.  GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  AREA. 

(i.)  General  Conditions.  There  are  a  large  number  of  very  old  cottages  in  the  country  parts  of 
the  District  which  are  very  dilapidated,  have  quite  inadequate  accommodation  for  a  family  and 
are  in  need  of  constant  repair:  many  are  not  really  in  a  fit  state  for  habitation  but  other  houses 
are  not  available. 

(ii.)  Extent  of  Shortage.  About  100  new  houses  are  required  to  meet  the  shortage  and  to 
replace  some  of  the  older  houses  referred  to  previously.  Very  little  has  been  done  by  private 
enterprise  ;  the  Council,  however,  have  carried  out  some  building  schemes  and  have  others  in 
hand  as  detailed  in  the  following  table.

(iii.)  No  important  changes  in  the  population  have  occurred  or  are  anticipated. 

II.  OVERCROWDING.  There  are  no  bad  cases  of  overcrowding. 

III.  FITNESS  OF  HOUSES.  The  chief  defects  found  are  defective  roofs  and  floors,  absence  of 
eaves  gutters,  decaying  external  plastering,  and  insanitary  privies.  Repairs  are  generally  carried 
out  after  service  of  informal  notices  and  interviews  with  owners.  During  the  past  year  it 
has  been  noticed  that  a  number  of  cottages  have  been  repaired  by  owners  on  their  own  initiative.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(A.)  MILK  SUPPLY.  During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  considerable  improvement  in 
keeping  the  floors  clean  and  in  lime-washing  the  cowsheds  of  wholesale  producers  ;  great  care  is 
exercised  in  the  cleaning  of  churns  and  utensils  generally  ;  some  producers  wash  down  the  floors 
of  the  cowsheds  daily.  On  the  other  hand  manure  yards  still  exist  adjoining  the  sheds  ;  this 
custom  dies  hard,  but  endeavours  are  being  made  with  increasing  success  to  abolish  these  yards 
altogether.  There  are  in  this  District  30  wholesale  producers  of  milk,  35  producers  and  retailers, 
and  5  retailers  only. 

(i.)  No  action  has  been  necessary  with  regard  to  tuberculous  milk  or  tuberculous  cows. 

(ii.)  One  license  has  been  granted  to  produce  graded  milk  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order  1923. 

(iii.)  In  no  case  has  there  been  a  refusal  or  revocation  of  registration  of  retailers,  or 
of  licenses  for  graded  milk. 

(iv.)  This  authority  does  not  cause  samples  of  milk  to  be  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

(B.)  MEAT. 

(i.)  The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  officer  appointed  to  carry  out  meat  inspection  under  the  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  He  is  well  qualified  for  the  work,  having  taken  special  courses. 
Since  May,  1925,  540  carcases  have  been  inspected,  with  the  following  results  :

A  prosecution  for  failing  to  give  notice  of  slaughtering  was  successful.  Diseased  offals  are 
buried  and  carcases  are  taken  to  the  knacker’s  yard.  No  seizures  of  food  have  taken  place. 

(ii.)  Meat  shops,  stores,  and  vehicles  are  regularly  inspected.  On  three  occasions  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  inadequate  covering  of  carcases  during  transit. 

(iii.)  There  is  no  public  slaughter-house  in  the  District.  The  following  table  gives  the  number  of 
private  slaughter-houses  in  use  in  the  area  at  the  dates  mentioned  :

SCARLET  FEVER.  It  will  be  seen  that  we  have  epidemics,  not  of  any  very  large  proportions,  every 
year  ;  hitherto  the  disease  has  been  of  a  very  mild  type. 

DIPHTHERIA  occurs  sporadically  ;  in  1921  there  was  an  epidemic,  traced  to  two  “  carrier”  cases  in 
the  school,  in  one  village  18  cases  being  notified,  all  recovered.  In  the  past  year  also  there 
was  an  outbreak  in  one  village.  Anti-toxin  is  supplied  free  and,  I  believe,  prompt  use  is  made 
of  it. 

PNEUMONIA  was  made  notifiable  in  1919  ;  I  do  not  think  that  all  the  cases  are  notified,  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  deaths  to  cases  notified  being  very  high. 

Small-pox,  encephalitis  lethargica,  malaria,  dysentery,  and  trench  fever.  There  were  no  notifications  of 
these  diseases  ;  one  case  was  notified  as  encephalitis  lethargica,  but  proved  to  be  tubercular 
meningitis.  Examinations  of  pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  are  made  at  the  County 
*  Laboratory  in  Norwich  without  charge.  Medical  practitioners  are  now  making  much  greater  use 

of  these  facilities. 

ISOLATION.  It  is  practically  impossible  to  isolate  cases  at  all  efficiently  in  a  small  cottage;  the  best 
arrangements  possible  are  made  in  each  case.  There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  District ; 
occasionally,  for  special  reasons,  a  case  is  sent  to  the  Norwich  City  Isolation  Hospital,  the 
expense  being  borne  by  this  Council.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  by 
means  of  Formalin  Gas.  No  use  has  been  made  of  Schick  or  Acite  tests. 

Non-Notifiable  Infectious  Disease. 

Annual  epidemics  of  Influenza,  of  various  intensity  and  virulence,  have  visited  this  area  ;  the  mortality 
has  not  been  exceptionally  high.  There  have  been  epidemics  of  measles,  chicken-pox,  mumps, 
and  whooping  cough,  the  last  in  a  very  severe  form  in  1922  when  13  cases  terminated  fatally.

There  was  no  special  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever,  the  cases  being  notified  from  8  parishes  in  different  parts 
of  the  District ;  the  two  cases  sent  to  Isolation  Hospital  occurred  in  a  large  family  in  Attleborough. 
There  was  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  at  Scoulton  in  August  continuing  for  some  weeks,  14  cases 
being  notified,  several  members  of  a  family  being  affected  in  two  instances.  There  was  one  death. 
I  believe  this  epidemic  originated  in  infection  brought  by  two  visiting  children  who  had  had  the 
disease  some  months  previously.  One  of  the  other  cases,  notified  at  Banham,  terminated  fatally. 
The  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  made  a  complete  recovery,  nursed  at  home.
